The Italian cook book went back to the library yesterday — 
and who knows what kind of food our family will soon be eating. 
Mrs. McG. is an intrepid experimenter and a confirmed dabbler in 
dishes foreign and interesting. 
We haven’t tried pemmican as yet 
— but it is a little difficult to buy dried buffalo meat these days. 
In the midst of our stuffed 
-- 
ing is the result of poverty and 
scarcity and primitive conditions. 
The foreign cook endeavors to 
blend flavors and to make a 
“marriage” of the various items 
he has compounded. 
He has to 
do so. 
If your methods of preserva­ 
tion are not so good, meats are 
likely to become tough; they are 
tougher if you cannot afford the 
better cuts. 
So the traditional 
foreign cook cooks his meat a 
long time in order to 
make it 
tender. 
He also does not have 
a great deal of meat for each 
meal, so he combines it. 
The 
Italian 
may stuff 
his cabbage 
head; the Chinese combine it 
with tomatoes and peppers. 
A civilization which has been 
accustomed to a wide variety of 
fresh game—turkeys, passenger 
pigeons, buffalo and deer, has 
moved 
to a wide 
open range 
stocked with cattle, to pens of 
pigs. I have not compared these 
on the atlas, but I imagine the 
hog and corn belt is larger than 
central 
Euope 
and 
feeds 
a 
smaller population in the entire 
United States. 
AMERICAN cooking has large­ 
ly been confined to the devel­ 
opment of refined methods of 
preparing individual items. You 
think of southern fried chicken, 
of western barbecued beef and 
pork; the contrast is not between 
materials so much as the con­ 
trast of individual items and a 
combination of materials. 
The American Indian has an 
expression that you cannot know 
a man until you have walked in 
his moccasins for two weeks. 
One contributing factor to an 
understanding of our relations to 
other people might be an appre­ 
ciation of their cooking. 
Why 
do they eat what they do, and 
cook it in the way that they do? 
If you like the food, you may 
want to know the answer. 
It

Regular feeding 
attracts birds 
to home grounds 
. 


Feed birds this winter, 
and 
they’re likely to 
stay 
around 
your grounds next summer—and 
that’s good. Birds can keep your 
trees relatively free of harmful 
insect pests in season. 
But right 
now they need your help in the 
victuals department, advises 
D. 
B. Magruder, field representative 
of the Davey Tree Expert Co. 
You’ve got to be constant 
to 
win feathered friends. So don’t 
start feeding unless yon expect 
to continue daily. There are two 
general types of feed — grain 
and suet 
Set the bird meals in 
containers or shelves attached to 
the side of the house or hanging 
from tree limbs. 
There should 
be top protection against snow 
and sleet. 
Winter grain feeders 
are the cardinal, chickadee, tit­ 


mouse and junco or snow bird. 
Suet diners are downy 
wood­ 
pecker, hairy woodpecker, nut­ 
hatch, brown creeper 
and 
the 
chickadee again. 
Put out enough feed to last all 
day. 
In winter, birds have ter­ 
rific appetites and will eat prac­ 
tically every hour on the hour. 
Also, place substantial meals 
at 
nightfall so that winged visitors 
can have early morning break­ 
fast before you are likely to get 
up 
Once you’ve 
attracted 
your 
feathered 
following, 
you have 
another responsibility. Plan 
to 
plant fruit-bearing shrubs 
and 
trees this spring to add to 
the 
bird diet and provide more in­ 
ducement for summer stays. 
For the average 
sized 
plot, 
such trees and shrubs as dog­ 
wood, 
blackhaw, 
spice 
bush, 
honeysuckle, inkberry, bayberry, 
barberry, winterberry, sumac and 
mountainash make good plant­ 
ings for both the birds and the 
landscape.

IIM ‘Boneyard’ 


yields muskrats 
as well as junk 


Thousands of 
students 
and 
alumni of the University of Illi­ 
nois will remember the “Bone­ 
yard,” some with a shudder as 
they recall a freshman ducked 
in its not too inviting 
waters. 
Very few will believe that there 
could possibly be anything other 
than an assortment of tin cans, 
old tires, slime and other unat­ 
tractive accumulations of waste 
existing in its stinking 
liquid 
flow. 
Before the Boneyard reaches 
the University bridges it mean­ 
ders through a residential 
and 
industrial section of Champaign. 
Along its banks is the Collegiate 
Cap and Gown company, also 
known to numerous college grad­ 
uates who have worn its gowns 
on memorable 
occasions. 
Tile 
genial president of this concern 
has a hobby that has resulted in 
almost unbelievable improvement 
to an otherwise gloomy factory 
yard. 
He has planted flowers, 
trees and shrubs that grow in 
profusion along the banks of the 
Boneyard and beautifies the fac­ 
tory locale. 
RECENTLY he noticed 
that 
something was playing hob with 
his bulbs and flowers. He called 
in one of his employees, Howard 
Eccles, active member 
of 
the 
Champaign sportsmen’s club, stu­ 
dent of wildlife and a trapper by 
hobby. 
Howard diagnosed 
the 
trouble as muskrat so Prexy Hi 
Gelvin proposed that Howard at­ 
tempt to catch the thief. 
Neither of these 
two 
men 
would have believed that there 
could be any numbers of musk­ 
rats existing in the 
Boneyard, 
surrounded on all sides by near­ 
ly 100,000 humans, 
half 
that 
many dogs and twice that many 
cats and other predators. 
It is 
hard to conceive of a muskrat, 
one of the cleanest of animals, 
choosing to live in such a pol­ 
luted stream, within the city lim­ 
its of such a large town. With 
just 6 traps Howard has caught 
20 muskrats, all well fed 
and 
with prime fur. 
These all came 
from about 300 yards 
of 
the 
famous Boneyard and the season 
isn’t over yet. 
Co-eds and flowers seem to at­ 
tract many 
things, 
including 
muskrats.

J.

Jordan and graduate student W. 
M. Herr say that the 1951 United 
States production of red clover, 
alsike, alfalfa, lespedeza, sweet 
clover and timothy—all six—was 
27 per cent smaller than for 1950, 
and about the same as the 1940- 
49 average. 
THEY FEEL that smaller pro­ 
duction is likely again this year 
due to the 
current 
emergency 
and resulting economic situation. 
Emphasis will probably continue 
on production of food and feed 
crops, especially if the price of 
these crops rises faster than the 
price of forage seeds. 
Illinois growers received lower 
prices in 1951 for 
red 
clover, 
sweet clover, timothy and redtop 
than the 1945-49 average, while 
prices of alsike 
and 
lespedeza 
were up. 
Seasonal price rises from har­ 
vest time to sowing time have 
averaged 50 per cent in Illinois 
for sweet clover, 23 per cent for I 
red clover and 42 per cent for j 
timothy. 
These figures apply to 
the years 1934-50, excluding the 
war and price control years.

Community Sales 
In 1951 the Illinois State Legis­ 
lature enacted the 
Community 
Sales Law, an act to protect the 
purchaser at such 
sales 
from 
fraud, and to protect both pur­ 
chasers and the public from the 
spreading of contagious animal 
diseases. 
In 1951 this law was 
amended as follows: 
1. Operators of such sales must 
file a bond in the 
amount 
of 
$10,000 with the State Depart­

If $10,000 appears inade­ 
quate, the amount may be in­ 
creased to $25,000; the previous 
limit was $5,000.

War on insects 


can be waged 


even in winter 


Winter sounds tjie 
cease-fire 
in the amateur gardener’s war 
on bugdom. 
But it shouldn’t! 
Off-season scouting now can re­ 
sult in the severe depopulation 
of insect saboteurs. The 
home 
owner should seek out and t!e- 
stroy as 
many 
over-wintering 
eggs in his trees as he can. So 
arm yourself with a private eye’s 
magnifying 
glass 
and 
your 
sleuthing will be lots easier. 
It’* not too difficult to 
spot 
the more common insect enemies 
in their egg stage, according to 
F. R. Lancaster, entomologist for 
the Davey tree experts. 
He rec­ 
ommends that gardeners he on 
the lookout particularly for 
the 
eggs of three types of pests — 
canker worm, scurfy a* ale and 
red snider. 
INSECTS LIVE over the win­ 
ter in one of four forms — adult. 
larva, pupa or egg. 
The 
egg 
stage is common. 
Eggs of 
the 
canker worm, probably the No. 
I leaf devourer, are laid like a 
pearl necklace around a twig or 
loosely under bits of bark. Cank­ 
er worms are general feeders, 
and you may find egg clusters 
on virtually any kind of tree. 
The scurfy scale is also a gen­ 
eral feeder, but has a special 
penchant for 
elms. 
Eggs 
are 
covered by a protective scale — 
flat, pear-shaped and dirty gray 
in color. 
Turn over the 
scale 
carefully with the point of 
a 
penknife and you will see pur­ 
plish eggs piled loosely under­ 
neath. 
Usually the scale is at­ 
tached to the underside of small 
twigs. 
Tiny eggs of the 
red 
spider pest range in color from 
yellow to red and likewise are 
found on small twigs — either 
singly or in small groups. 
THESE ALL are serious pests 
that menace the health of trees. 
So prune off all infested twigs 
within reach and burn complete­ 
ly. 
If infestations seem bad on 
lower 
branches 
and 
twigs, 
chances are the tops are similar­ 
ly afflicted. 
Make a note 
to 
initiate a spray program in early 
spring. 
These tree enemies can 
be controlled bv a dormant 
oil 
spray applied just prior to bud 
starting in the spring.
